THE  FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS 

OF  THE

PAUPER  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 


Pursuant  to  the  62nd  Sect,  of  the  16th  and  17th  Vic.,  cap.  97,  the  Committee 
of  Visitors  of  the  above  Asylum  beg  to  report  to  Her  Majesty’s 
Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Cambridge  and  Isle  of  Ely 
respectively,  in  Quarter  Sessions  assembled,  and  to  the  Town  Council  of 
the  Borough  of  Cambridge,  as  follows : — 


In  their  first  Annual  Beport  your  Committee  stated 
that  in  consequence  of  the  small  number  of  patients 
then  in  the  Asylum,  thirteen  shillings  per  head  per 
week  had  been  fixed  for  the  maintenance  of  patients 
chargeable  to  parishes  in  the  County,  Isle,  and 
Borough ;  but  your  Committee  expressed  a  hope  that, 
as  the  number  of  patients  increased,  there  would  be 
a  proportionate  reduction  in  the  cost  of  maintenance. 
This  anticipation  has  been  fully  realised,  as  will  be 
seen  on  reference  to  the  following  statement  of  the 
average  charges  for  maintenance  of  pauper  patients 
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chargeable  to  parishes  in  the  County,  Isle,  and 
Borough,  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1858 : — 
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Your  Committee  would  also  observe  that  at  their 
Meeting  held  in  April,  1862,  a  discussion  arose 
whether  the  reduction  in  the  charges  for  maintenance 
was  in  proportion  to  the  increased  number  of  patients 
in  the  Asylum,  and  on  that  occasion  Dr.  Lawrence 
(the  Medical  Superintendent)  presented  the  following 
Beport  on  the  subject 

“  The  Asylum  has  now  been  three  complete  years  in  working. 
It  is  more  instructive  to  take  yearly  returns  for  comparison  than 
quarterly  ones,  as  quarters  differ  one  from  another  with  regard  to 
the  expenses  of  maintenance.  I  find  that  in  the  year  1859 
the  w  eekly  cost  was  10s.  8^. ;  in  1860,  11s.  4 \d, ;  and  in  1861, 
10s.  9 \d. ;  so  that  in  the  last  year  the  cost  was  7 \d.  per  head  per 
week  less  than  in  the  year  preceding,  and  1  d.  per  head  per  week 
more  than  in  the  first  year.  The  first  year,  however,  is  no  fit 
subject  for  comparison,  for  the  reason  that  there  are  two  items  in 
the  maintenance  account  which  are  charged  much  under  the 
average — these  are  clothing  and  furniture.  At  first,  the  furniture 
and  a  certain  stock  of  clothing  were  provided,  and  charged  to  the 
building  account,  and  these  were  sufficient  to  render  no  charge  for 
these  articles  necessary  to  the  maintenance  account  during  the 
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first  year.  These  items  on  an  average  amount  to  about  9 d.  per 
head  per  week,  and  were  actually  charged  at  8^<L  in  the  year  just 
passed.  Adding  this  sum  to  the  account  for  1859,  the  cost  of 
maintenance  would  be  11s.  4 d.,  and  in  the  year  1861  would  have 
been  less  than  in  either  of  its  forerunners  by  Id.  per  head  per 
week.  A  greater  reduction  would  have  been  effected  had  it  not 
been  that  the  contract  prices  for  provisions,  &c.,  were  considerably 
higher  than  the  year  1859. 

“  The  following  list  contrasts  the  most  essential  of  these

“  I  also  find  that  in  the  first  year,  as  always  happens  in  new 
Asylums,  the  sickness  was  small  in  amount,  and  the  cost  of 
medical  extras  was  much  less  than  it  has  been  since. 

u  Had  the  prices  of  the  articles  consumed  remained  the  same  in 
the  three  years,  the  cost  of  maintenance  wrould  have  been  reduced 
in  the  last  year  at  least  one  shilling  per  head  per  week,  instead  of 
sevenpence. 

“  The  next  questions  are,  how  has  this  reduction  been  brought 
about,  and  is  it  a  proper  and  sufficient  reduction  ? 

“  The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  for  convenience  of  comparison 
between  Asylums,  have  classified  the  expenses  of  maintenance 
under  nine  heads,  and  this  classification  is  adopted  in  all  County 
Asylums. 

u  These  are — 


1.  Salaries  and  Wages. 

2.  Provisions. 

3.  Necessaries  (such  as  Firing, 

Light,  W  ashing,  and  W  ater) 

4.  Surgery  expenses  (including 

Medicines). 

5.  Wine,  Spirits,  and  Porter 

(i.e.  Medical  Extras). 


6.  Clothing. 

7.  Furniture  and  Bedding. 

8.  Garden  and  Farm. 

9.  Miscellaneous  (including  all 

costs  not  properly  placed 
under  any  of  the  above 
heads). 
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“  There  are  two  of  those  items,  and  two  only,  which  are  of  neces¬ 
sity  capable  of  reduction,  in  consequence  of  increase  of  patients 
alone. 

“These  are  (1)  Salaries  and  Wages,  because  the  cost  of  these 
is  a  not  much-varying  quantity,  whatever  the  number  of  patients 
amongst  whom  it  has  to  be  distributed;  and  (2)  Necessaries,  be¬ 
cause  an  increased  number  of  patients  does  not  increase  the  extent 
of  building  to  be  lighted  and  warmed. 

“In  1859  the  Salaries  and  Wages  were  charged  35.  4 d,  per 
head ;  in  1860,  35.  ;  and  in  1861,  25.  8 \d.,  or  l^d.  less  than  in 
the  first  year.  The  c  Necessaries’  were  Is.  ll-}d.,  15.  9 \d.,  and 
I5.  2 fc?.,  that  is,  were  reduced  9 d.  per  head  in  the  year  just  passed. 
This,  however,  was  not  entirely  due  to  the  increase  of  patients, 
but  in  considerable  part  to  a  more  careful  economy  of  coal,  and  to 
new  and  improved  apparatus.  Assuming  one-half  to  be  due  to 
increase,  then  exactly  one  shilling  per  head  per  week  was  saved 
in  these  two  items,  in  consequence  of  increase. 

“  The  average  number  of  patients  resident  in  1859  was  144 ;  in 
1860,  178;  and  in  1861,  227,  so  that  the  total  increase  was  83; 
and  the  reduction  by  this  increase  of  one  shilling  at  least  per  head 
on  these  two  items  was,  I  think,  all  that  so  small  an  increase  could 
effect. 

“  The  cost  of  maintenance  of  patients  differs  considerably  in  the 
different  County  Asylums,  and  it  varies  very  much  more  in  regard 
to  the  liberality  with  which  patients  are  treated,  than  it  does  with 
numbers.  Colney  Hatch,  for  instance,  which  contains  the  largest 
assemblage  of  insane  persons  in  the  world,  is  at  present  one  of  the 
most  expensive.  The  weekly  cost  of  patients  is  about  the  same  as 
in  this  Asylum,  although  that  has  nearly  2,000  inmates,  and  this 
but  an  average  last  year  of  227.  Dorset,  however,  which 
has  but  187  patients,  kept  them  in  1861  at  a  cost  of  7s.  3 \d.  each 
weekly.  The  neighbouring  county  of  Essex,  the  Asylum  for  which 
is  considered  one  of  the  best  managed  in  England,  was,  five  years 
after  its  opening,  at  a  weekly  cost  of  105.  8c?.  per  head,  with  400 
patients  and  provisions,  at  a  less  price  than  now.  The  chief 
difference  in  expenditure  between  Asylums  lies  in  twro  items — 
salaries  and  wages  and  provisions ;  necessaries  also  vary  much  on 
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account  of  the  difference  in  the  price  of  coal  in  different  districts. 
I  have  hitherto  found  it  impracticable  to  get  attendants  from  the 
neighbourhood ;  and  having  to  go  to  London,  I  have  to  compete 
with  the  Metropolitan  Asylums,  the  servants  of  which  are  all 
highly  paid.  Hanwell,  Colney  Hatch,  Bethlehem  Hospital,  the 
Essex  Asylum,  the  Idiot  Asylum,  all  give  as  high  or  higher 
wages  than  this,  so  that  I  cannot  reduce  this  item  as  I  could  wish. 

“  In  counties  at  a  distance  from  the  metropolis,  and  especially 
in  those  not  chiefly  manufacturing,  labour  is  much  less  valuable 
than  in  the  neighbourhood  of  London. 

u  The  most  important  item,  however,  is  that  of  provisions.  In 
this  Asylum  it  constitutes  exactly  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of 
maintenance,  as  the  item  marked  u  Garden  and  Farm”  really 
means  provisions,  including,  as  it  does,  vegetables,  milk,  pork,  &c. 

“  In  comparing  the  cost  of  provisions  in  different  Asylums,  I 
find  that  it  varies  from  65.  per  head  per  week  to  3s.  Qd.  In  this 
it  was  last  year  5s.  5d.  This  variation  is  partly  due  to  difference 
in  price  of  provisions — chiefly,  however,  to  the  scale  of  diet.  It  is 
well  instanced  in  the  case  of  meat.  In  the  Essex  Asylum  each 
male  patient  receives  rather  more  than  42  ounces  of  uncooked 
meat  per  week,  or  six  ounces  per  diem.  In  the  Wiltshire  19| 
ounces  of  cooked  meat,  or  about  one-half  of  the  former.  Notting¬ 
ham,  again,  gives  three  dinners  weekly  not  containing  meat. 

u  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  much 
affected  by  the  dietary  table. 

“  Insanity,  however,  being  almost,  if  not  altogether,  a  disease 
of  low  power,  and  requiring  a  liberal  diet  in  its  treatment,  the 
reduction  of  the  diet  is  really  a  false  economy,  as  it  is  an  interesting 
fact  that  the  number  of  recoveries  is  almost  in  direct  proportion  to 
the  alimentary  allowance. 

“  I  have  received  the  reports  of  ten  County  Asylums  for  the 
year  just  passed  (1861),  and  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the 
per-centage  of  recoveries  in  this  Asylum,  calculated  on  the  total 
under  treatment,  is  the  highest  of  any.  This  I  attribute  chiefly  to 
diet.  Stafford  alone  appears  nearly  the  same  ;  but  it  is  difficult  to 
calculate  exactly  its  per-centage  of  recoveries,  as  it  has  been  a 
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branch  establishment  for  incurables,  the  statistics  of  which  are  not 
given.  The  cost  of  provisions  was,  however,  the  same  there  as 
here,  viz.,  5s.  5d . 

u  Dorset,  in  which  the  cost  of  provisions  is  lowest,  has  a  very 
low  per-centage. 

“  I  subjoin  a  table  of  these  facts,  in  relation  to  the  ten  Asylums, 
whose  reports  I  have  received  : —

“  Many  attempts  have  been  made  to  render  the  labour  of  patients 
remunerative,  and  Asylums  in  some  measure  self-supporting  ;  but 
these  have  hitherto  failed,  as  it  has  been  found  that  skilled 
labour  with  the  insane  is  as  costly  for  its  supervision  as  the  results 
of  it  are  valuable.  Farm  and  garden  operations  alone  are  a  certain 
source  of  profit.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  in  the  quarter 
just  concluded,  and  the  first  of  this  year,  the  cost  is  less  by  Is.  Id. 
per  head  than  in  the  corresponding  one  of  last  year — provisions 
being  reduced  to  4s.  9f  d.  by  produce  from  the  farm.  Although 
quarterly  accounts,  as  before  stated,  are  no  exact  guide  for  the 
year,  yet  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  cost  this  year 
will  be  again  diminished.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  respectfully 
advising  the  Committee  to  rent  more  land  when  an  opportunity 
presents,  as  I  should  be  able,  with  the  increased  number  of  patients, 
to  cultivate  more  without  increasing  the  number  of  paid  labourers.

“  I  have  also  been  able  to  reduce  the  medical  extras  this  quarter 
from  3 \d.  per  head  to  1  %d.,  in  consequence  of  the  excellence  of 
the  beer  brewed  and  supplied  to  the  patients. 

“  The  cost  of  water  still  adds  2 cl.  per  head  per  week  to  the  item 
of  necessaries,  and  must  do  so  until  the  conclusion  of  the  term  of 
contract. 

“  I  may  safely  say  that  with  the  present  scale  of  dietary,  and  if 
the  contracts  for  provisions  are  reduced  to  their  original  standard, 
the  cost  will  be  reduced  to  9s.  weekly  by  the  time  the  number  of 
patients  approaches  300.  It  will  then  be  at  the  average  through¬ 
out  England,  and  less  than  in  many  Asylums  with  far  greater 
numbers.  Lower  than  this,  I  think,  it  will  not  be  reduced,  as  the 
neighbourhood  is  an  expensive  one  for  many  articles  of  con¬ 
sumption,  especially  provisions  and  coals.  Many  Asylums 
purchase  coals  at  about  half  what  is  now  paid  here. 

“  I  add  the  following  Table  of  the  comparative  charges  for  each 
item  during  the  three  years  the  Asylum  has  been  working,  with 
the  average  numbers  of  Patients,  Officers,  and  Servants  resident :

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In  former  Beports  your  Committee  have  suggested 
that  many  of  the  Pauper  Lunatics,  Idiots,  and  Imbe¬ 
cile  Persons,  who  are  at  present  residing  in  Union 
Workhouses  or  with  their  friends,  should  be  sent  to 
this  Asylum ;  and  they  regret,  from  a  false  notion  of 
economy,  the  suggestion  has  not  hitherto  met  with  a 
more  ready  response.  Prom  recent  returns,  your  Com¬ 
mittee  find  that  a  large  number  of  the  above  class  of 
paupers  are  still  kept  in  Workhouses  or  with  friends, 
instead  of  receiving  in  the  Asylum  that  care  and 
attention  which  their  unfortunate  position  requires, 
and  which  they  cannot  receive  elsewhere.  As  the  cost 
of  maintenance  in  the  Asylum  is  now  only  9s.  6d.  per 
head  per  week,  with  the  prospect  of  a  still  further 
reduction ;  and  as  under  the  6th  section  of  the  24th 
and  25th  Vic.,  cap.  55,  all  Lunatics,  after  Lady-day, 
1862,  which  formerly  were  chargeable  to  parishes, 
became  a  charge  on  the  Common  Fund  of  each  Union, 
your  Committee  again  urge  Boards  of  Guardians  to 
take  this  matter  into  their  serious  consideration. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that,  in  accordance 
with  a  resolution  passed  on  the  26th  November,  1861, 
(and  referred  to  in  the  4th  Beport,)  a  contract  has  been 
entered  into  between  the  Town  Council  of  Ipswich  and 
your  Committee,  for  the  reception  into  the  Asylum  of 
all  patients  chargeable  to  that  Borough  for  the  term  of 
five  years,  from  the  26th  November,  1861,  at  the  rate 
of  13s.  per  head  per  week.  Under  that  contract  there 
are  at  present  12  male  and  29  female  patients  in  the 
Asylum. 
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Finding  it  necessary  to  protect  the  New  Cemetery 
from  encroachments,  your  Committee  have  caused  the 
brick  wall  (which  terminated  at  the  Asylum  back 
gates)  to  be  continued  in  a  line  with  the  Newmarket 
and  Cambridge  Railway,  to  the  extent  of  the  Asylum 
ground,  at  a  cost  of  £154.,  and  have  fenced  off  the 
Cemetery  by  an  iron  fence,  inside  which  quick  has 
been  planted. 

The  building  erected  at  the  Asylum  front  gates,  and 
originally  intended  as  a  Mortuary,  has  been  removed, 
and  re-erected  on  the  Cemetery.,  where  it  now  forms  a 
very  neat  and  convenient  Chapel.  Eoads  have  also 
been  formed  from  the  Asylum  to  the  Cemetery. 

On  the  24th  June,  1862,  your  Committee  presented 
a  Petition  to  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Ely,  praying  him  to 
consecrate  the  Cemetery,  as  a  burial  ground  for  pauper 
and  other  Lunatics  dying  in  the  Asylum,  and  for  the 
officers  and  servants  belonging  to  the  Asylum. 

On  the  31st  July,  1862,  His  Lordship,  accompanied 
by  the  Honorable  and  Venerable  Archdeacon  Yorke, 
attended  at  the  Asylum,  where  he  was  met  by  your 
Committee.  After  evening  service  had  been  performed 
in  the  Asylum  Chapel,  by  the  Chaplain  (the  Eev. 
W.  S.  Parish),  his  Lordship  proceeded  to  the  Cemetery, 
where  the  ceremony  of  consecration  took  place. 

Previous  to  the  Cemetery  being  provided,  the  charge 
for  burial  of  patients  dying  in  the  Asylum  was 
£2.  6^.  4 d. ;  but  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  30th  Sep¬ 
tember  last,  your  Committee  fixed  the  charge  of  30s. 
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for  each  interment  in  the  New  Cemetery,  thus  effect¬ 
ing  a  reduction  of  16s.  4 d.  on  each  interment. 

On  the  appointment  of  the  present  Chaplain,  viz., 
the  10th  September,  1858,  the  provision  of  a  Cemetery 
for  the  Asylum  was  not  contemplated,  and  his  stipend 
was  fixed  accordingly.  Some  additional  duty  having 
devolved  on  him  since  the  Cemetery  has  been  pro¬ 
vided,  your  Committee  have  determined  on  increasing 
his  stipend  from  £100  to  £110  per  annum. 

On  the  10th  day  of  September  last,  the  first  inter¬ 
ment  in  the  Cemetery  took  place,  and  since  then  there 
have  been  seven  interments. 


Your  Committee  beg  to  report,  that  the  actual  cost 
of  the  Cemetery  has  exceeded  the  £250  voted  for  the 
purpose  by  the  County,  Isle,  and  Borough,  the  prin¬ 
cipal  item  in  such  excess  being  the  erection  of  the  wall 
adjoining  the  Bailway.  The  following  is  a  statement 
of  the  actual  cost  of  the  Cemetery,  including  the 
removal  of  the  Mortuary  from  the  Lodge-gate,  and  the 
erection  of  the  wall  :* —

On  the  26th  March,  1861,  the  County,  Isle,  and 
Borough,  on  the  Special  Beport  of  your  Committee, 
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made  a  grant  of  £1,700  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Asylum.  That  amount  comprised  a  sum  of  £500,  the 
estimated  cost  of  erecting  a  detached  residence  for  the 
Clerk  and  Steward  of  the  Asylum.  At  a  meeting  held 
on  the  30th  September  last,  your  Committee,  finding 
it  doubtful  whether  such  residence  would  be  required, 
passed  a  resolution  to  repay  the  £500  to  the  Treasurers 
of  the  County,  Isle,  and  Borough,  which  was  accord¬ 
ingly  done  in  the  following  proportions,  viz. : —

At  a  Meeting,  held  on  the  28th  October,  1862,  your 
Committee  received  a  letter  from  the  Clerk  to  the 
Saffron  Walden  Poor  Law  Union,  stating  that  the 
Essex  Lunatic  Asylum  had  not  accommodation  for  any 
more  patients,  and  inquiring  whether  any  patients 
could  be  received  into  this  Asylum;  and,  if  so,  at 
what  cost.  Your  Committee  replied  to  the  above 
communication,  that  they  were  willing  to  receive  a 
limited  number  of  male  patients,  being  fresh  cases,  at 
135.  per  head  per  week,  on  condition  of  their  being 
removed  on  a  month’s  notice,  whenever  the  accommo¬ 
dation  might  be  required  for  patients  belonging  to  this 
County.  Your  Committee  have,  however,  hitherto 
received  no  reply. 

During  the  past  year  your  Committee  have,  under 
the  38th  section  of  the  Lunatics’  Asylum  Act,  1853,

Your  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting 
that  the  Asylum  still  continues  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition ;  and  that  during  the  past  year  the  officers 
and  attendants  have  performed  their  duties  in  a  very 
efficient  manner. 

The  following  is  a  Copy  of  the  Beport  made  by 
B.  W.  S.  Lutwidge  and  S.  Gaskell,  Esqrs.,  two  of  the 
Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  on  their  annual  inspection 
of  the  Asylum  on  the  25th  November,  1862  : —

About  two-thirds  of  the  deaths  in  each  division  are  stated  to 
arise  from  general  paralysis. 

The  patients  now  on  the  books  are  261  in  number,  viz.,  120 
males  and  141  females.  Of  the  former,  one  was  absent  on  trial  at 
the  time  of  our  visit. 

As  respects  chargeability,  the  patients  are  distributed  as  follows :

Lynn,  Bury  St.  Edmund’s,  and  Yarmouth  .  35 
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The  Ipswich  Borough  pauper  patients  are  received  under  a 
recent  contract  for  five  years. 

Five  patients  of  each  sex  are  maintained  by  their  friends  as 
private  patients,  at  145.  per  week. 

The  ordinary  weekly  charge  is  10s. ;  that  for  paupers  from  other 
Counties  or  Boroughs,  13s. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  most  favourably  of  the  good 
order  and  satisfactory  personal  condition  of  the  patients  of  both 
sexes  and  all  classes.  They  present  generally  an  aspect  of  comfort 
and  contentment,  and  none  made  any  complaints. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  Asylum  is  good ;  the  patients  regis¬ 
tered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  8  on  the  male,  and  10  on 
the  female  division. 


Seclusion  is  very  rarely  resorted  to,  and  then,  with  few  excep¬ 
tions,  in  cases  of  epileptic  mania.  An  entire  month  sometimes 
occurs  without  a  case  of  seclusion. 

The  Chapel  attendance  averages  on  Sundays  120,  and  on  week¬ 
days  nearly  70. 

A  school  is  in  satisfactory  operation  on  the  female  division,  and 
a  similar  system  of  elementary  instruction  is  about  very  shortly  to 
be  introduced  on  the  male  side,  which  will  be  conducted  by  the 
head  attendant. 


We  have  here  to  notice  with  satisfaction,  that  since  the  last  visit 
of  the  Commissioners,  a  head  male  attendant  has  been  engaged, 
who  appears  well  qualified  for  his  duties. 

The  Matron,  as  we  are  informed  by  Dr.  Lawrence,  gives  special 
attention  to  the  bathing  and  washing  of  the  female  patients,  and 
her  assiduity  in  these  respects  are  attended  with  the  best  results. 

The  system  of  special  night  watch  continues  to  work  well. 

The  patients  usefully  employed  appear,  by  the  latest  Ward

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W e  found  the  several  wards  and  rooms  clean,  and  i  n  the  best 
order  in  all  respects. 

With  the  exception  of  the  corridors  and  dormitories  on  the 
first  floor,  over  Ward  No.  2,  and  the  Infirmary  on  the  female  side, 
the  painting  and  coloring  of  the  walls,  and  the  graining  of  the 
woodwork,  have  been  completed.  Much  additional  furniture  of  a 
comfortable  kind,  as  settees,  carpeting,  washstands,  &c.,  have  been 
introduced. 

Two  additional  grants  of  £5  each  have  been  made  by  the 
Committee  since  our  last  visit  for  a  further  supply  of  books. 

In  reference  to  the  last  Report  we  have  to  state, — 

1.  That  there  are  now  only  two  straw  beds  in  use — one  in  each 

division.  Horsehair,  in  cases  of  an  open  texture,  are  found  to 

answer  well  in  respect  to  wet  patients. 

2.  The  result  of  further  experience  has  confirmed  the  opinion  pre¬ 

viously  found  in  favour  of  open  fires,  as  a  means  of  warming 

the  corridors  and  rooms  generally. 

3.  The  proposal  of  the  erection  of  a  detached  residence,  for  the  Clerk 

and  Steward,  has  been  abandoned. 

We  have  further  to  report  the  following,  among  other  improve¬ 
ments,  since  our  last  visit :  — 

1.  The  Sacristy  for  the  Cemetery  has  been  erected,  and  the  ground 

consecrated. 

2.  The  Airing  Courts  have  been  planted,  and  walks  further 

laid  out.

CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


Cambridgeshire  Asylum, 

Fulbourn ,  near  Cambridge , 
December  ‘ISth,  1862. 

My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  inform  you  that,  during  the  past 
year,  I  have  performed  Divine  Service  in  the  Asylum 
Chapel,  with  the  few  exceptions  noted  in  my  diary. 

Many  of  the  patients,  both  male  and  female,  have 
been  very  constant  in  their  attendance,  and  uniformly 
quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour. 

Some  of  the  patients  seem  to  pay  much  attention  to 
the  Services,  and  I  believe  that  many  of  them  derive 
much  satisfaction  and  comfort  from  coming  to  Chapel. 

The  occasional  visits  which  I  make  to  the  wards 
have  all  been  noted  in  my  diary.

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


Cambridgeshire  County  Asylum, 
Dec.  31,  1862. 

My  Loud  and  Gentlemen, 

The  history  of  the  Asylum  during  the  year 
1862  has  been  marked  by  continued  progress,  and 
continued  usefulness,  rather  than  by  striking  events. 

The  House  has  been  in  a  good  sanitary  state  during 
the  whole  year,  there  having  been  no  instance  of  epi¬ 
demic,  contagious,  or  avoidable  disorder. 

Ho  injury,  severer  than  a  blackened  eye,  or  a  slight 
bruising  of  an  epileptic  from  a  fall  has  been  received 
by  any  patient,  either  by  accident,  or  by  the  violence 
of  himself,  or  another. 

Ho  patient  has  escaped  for  a  period  longer  than  is 
allowed  by  law  for  recapture ;  and  the  escapes  and 
attempts  at  escape  have  been  fewer  than  in  former 
years. 

The  conduct  of  the  attendants  and  servants  gene¬ 
rally  has  been  good ;  the  changes  in  the  staff  have 
been  less,  especially  with  the  men,  and  one  only  has 
been  discharged.  He  was  the  tailor,  a  man  of  good 
character  and  industrious,  but  unable  to  understand 
the  peculiar  position  and  irresponsibility  of  the  insane. 
One  of  the  patients,  with  some  offensive  remarks, 
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challenged  him  to  fight,  a  challenge  which  he  ac¬ 
cepted  ;  and  they  had  commenced,  but  were  directly 
separated.  For  this  he  was  discharged. 

The  admissions  during  the  year  have  been  91  : 
males,  47 ;  females,  44. 

The  chief  fact  worthy  of  notice  with  regard  to  these, 
is  that  13,  or  exactly  one-seventh  of  all  the  persons 
received,  have  been  above  7 0  years  of  age ;  two  being 
more  than  80.  The  majority  of  these  have  presented 
simply  the  imbecility  which  accompanies  the  general 
exhaustion  of  advanced  years  ;  some  were  so  feeble  as 
to  require  to  be  carried  to  their  beds ;  few  had  strength 
sufficient  to  cause  any  alarm :  and  it  does  appear  to 
my  mind  a  most  unnecessary  proceeding  to  send  such 
cases  from  the  Workhouse,  simply  because  they  require 
feeding,  or  are  dirty  in  their  habits ;  or  inclined  to 
wander  about  their  room  at  night ;  or  are  in  some 
other  way  a  source  of  trouble.  Such  cases  also  cause  a 
needless  increase  of  the  Asylum  mortality. 

Two  of  the  received  persons  were  the  subjects  of 
some  correspondence.  One  was  brought  ten  miles 
in  a  dying  state,  and  apparently  most  unfitly  removed, 
after  being  11  months  in  a  state  of  insanity.  She  was 
kept  alive  by  stimulation  until  the  fifth  day.  The 
other,  a  female  suffering  from  diarrhoea  and  very  help¬ 
less,  was  brought  about  60  miles  in  this  state,  without 
a  female  attendant. 

An  unusual  number  of  the  cases  admitted  have  had 
strong  suicidal  tendencies ;  and  the  attempts  at  self- 
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destruction  by  them  have  been  many,  and  some  very 
ingenious :  but  happily  all  these  attempts  have  been 
frustrated. 

The  recoveries  amount  to  36  :  males,  14  ;  females, 
22.  This  number  is  rather  less  than  that  of  last  year, 
but  the  per-centage  on  the  admissions  has  been  some¬ 
what  greater last  year  it  was  36*5 ;  this  year 
it  is  39*5. 

There  are  but  18  persons  in  the  House  this  day  for 
whom  there  appears  any  probability  of  recovery,  con¬ 
sequently  the  recoveries  of  future  years  must  be  taken 
chiefly  from  the  cases  to  be  admitted.  Five  have  been 
discharged  in  a  much  improved  state,  chiefly  private 
patients ;  one  transferred  to  another  Asylum,  not  im¬ 
proved  ;  and  one  criminal  patient  was  liberated  eight 
weeks  after  admission  as  not  insane,  he  not  having 
shewn  in  the  Asylum  the  slightest  symptom  of  mental 
unsoundness. 

The  deaths  number  27 :  males,  15 ;  females,  12  ; 
the  mortality  again  being  greatest  amongst  the  men, 
whilst  the  recoveries  are  greatly  in  favour  of  the 
women  as  before. 

The  deaths  are  one  less  than  last  year ;  and  it  is 
worthy  of  remark  that  they  have  varied  only  by  one 
during  the  last  three  years.  They  were  27  in  1860, 
28  in  1861,  and  27  in  1862. 

All  the  deaths  were  from  diseases  of  the  brain  and 
nervous  system — that  is  from  the  diseases  which  caused 
the  unsoundness  of  mind,  and  for  the  treatment  of 
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which  this  House  is  specially  adapted,  except  three 
from  consumption,  a  disease  in  close  alliance  with  those 
of  the  nervous  system,  and  very  rife  with  the  insane. 

Three  of  the  deaths  were  inquired  into  before  the 
Coroner  and  a  Jury.  One  being  that  of  a  man  who 
died  suddenly  in  an  epileptic  fit ;  another  of  a  man  who 
died  rapidly  in  a  fit  of  sanguineous  apoplexy ;  and  a 
third  man,  who  died  yesterday,  was  admitted  on  the 
23rd  inst.,  with  Chronic  Melancholia,  accompanied  by 
Cataleptic  Phenomena,  in  a  state  of  great  exhaustion. 
Three  days  before  being  received  he  had  cut  his  throat 
with  a  piece  of  a  broken  glass  vase,  making  a  con¬ 
siderable  wound  in  the  side  of  his  neck,  which,  after 
the  surgeon  had  dressed,  he  again  opened,  and  on  the 
two  occasions  lost  a  large  quantity  of  blood.  This 
much  accelerated  but  did  not  cause  death.  Whilst  in 
the  Asylum  I  had  a  man  specially  placed  with  him  so 
long  as  he  retained  any  consciousness,  in  order  to 
prevent  further  self-injury.  The  inquest  has  been  held 
upon  the  body  this  day.  In  these  cases  the  verdicts 
returned  were  in  accordance  with  the  facts  stated. 

Eight  of  those  who  have  died  have  been  buried 
in  the  new  Cemetery. 

There  remain  in  the  house  to  day  123  male  patients, 
and  142  females,  total  265 ;  leaving  27  male  and  8 
female  vacancies. 

The  amusements  of  the  patients,  their  opportunities 
of  exercise  and  recreation,  continue  the  same  as  before ; 
and  I  have  again  to  thank  you  for  a  further  grant  of 
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£ 5 ,  to  be  laid  out  in  books  for  their  use.  The  useful¬ 
ness  of  the  school  on  the  female  side  is  undiminished, 
and  it  is  now  proposed  to  hold  a  similar  one  on  the 
male  side.  "With  regard  to  the  employment  of  the 
men,  an  addition  has  been  made  in  the  shape  of  cutting 
and  tying  firewood.  About  two-thirds  of  the  patients 
(i.e.  all  capable)  are  still  employed  in  various  ways. 
There  has  been  some  increase  during  the  year  in  the 
comparative  number  of  men  employed  as  artisans.

There  have  been  no  costly  alterations  or  repairs  re¬ 
quired  to  the  building.  The  chief  have  been  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  improvements  in  the  construction  of  the 
sculleries  mentioned  in  my  last  report ;  the  continua¬ 
tion  of  the  painting  and  colouring  the  wards,  most  of 
which  are  now  completed;  the  addition  to  the  gas 
apparatus  of  a  regulator  and  a  metre  ;  and  the  laying 
a  drain  from  the  main  sewer  tanks  on  the  female  side 
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of  the  House  to  one  of  the  neighbouring  ditches,  as 
they  were  overflowing ;  an  improvement  which  next 
year  will  be  similarly  required  on  the  male  side. 

The  chief  addition  and  improvement  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  has  been  the  formation  of  the  Cemetery.  The 
first  interments  in  it  took  place  on  the  10th  Sep¬ 
tember  last. 

The  Asylum  land  has  continued  improving,  and  this 
year  for  the  first  time  has  become  a  decided  source  of 
profit.  The  accounts  are  not  yet  quite  complete,  but 
it  is  certain  that,  after  paying  a  rent  which  would 
have  been  large  on  the  land  as  it  was  purchased,  there 
will  be  not  less  than  a  surplus  of  £150.* 

The  maintenance  cost  for  patients,  including  all 
classes,  has  been  9 s.  9 d.  per  head  per  week,  or  exactly 
one  shilling  less  than  last  year.  This  reduction  has 
been  greater  than  I  expected ;  still,  I  see  no  reason  to 
alter  the  opinion  expressed  in  my  Beport  on  mainte¬ 
nance  in  April  last,  viz.,  that  the  cost  is  not  likely  to 
fall  at  any  time  much  below  95. 

The  reduction,  however,  of  Is.  per  head  per  week 
this  year,  the  results  of  the  Asylum  working  being  at 
least  equal  to  those  of  former  years,  appears  to  me  to 
be  very  satisfactory. 

The  statistical  tables  made  out  in  accordance  with 
the  26th  General  Buie  are  as  follows : — 

It  is  worth  repeating  that  some  of  them,  being  ne¬ 
cessarily  compiled  from  the  orders  of  admission,  are  not 
strictly  accurate.
